Setting up shop 


District will 
change funding 
system in July

“What ifs” and proposed 
plans transformed into reali- 
ties for Romulus Community 
Schools Monday night when Su- 
perintendent William Bedell 
announced the district will go 
out-of-formula July 1, 1990. 

In-formula school districts 
receive a large portion of fund- 
ing from the state based on the 
number of students they serve 
and community millage rates. 

In past years, district offi- 
cials from Romulus and other 
in-formula districts have con- 
demned the state for inequities 
in this system. Districts with 
declining student population or 
low property values receive 
less money than larger or weal- 
thier ones, the officials 
claimed. 

By going out-of-formula, 
Romulus school swill relay on a 
completely different funding 
system. Only a small percen- 
tage of the district money will 
come from Michigan. 

“When you’re out-of-formula, 
you’re almost completely de- 
pendent on your community 
faces,” said Joel Carr, assistant 
superintendent. 

Numerous factors are creat- 


ing this change, Carr said. 
Several tax abatements estab- 
lished to lure local develop- 
ments will soon expire, bring- 
ing in more tax dollars to the 
community, he said. 

Carr added the city is seeing 
more building growth, and the 
overall state equalized value of 
property within the city is 
growing. 

These factors tie in with a re- 
duction in student population. 
They increase the “value” of 
children - the district can 
spend more money on each of 
them, Carr said. 

“You get in a community 
with tremendous growth but 
500 more students, and the 
value of the child does not go 
up,” Carr explained, saying 
that kind of community cannot 
go out-of-formula. 

Now that the changes for 
Romulus are official, district 
officials want to explain the im- 
plications to city representa- 
tives. 

“We’re requesting a meet- 
ing,” Carr said. 

City actions, such as grant- 
ing tax abatements, will direct- 
ly impact an out-of-formula 
district. 

A date for this district/city 
meeting has not been selected. 


Developer discusses progress of Metro World Centre

Man is charged 
in baby’s death

A 26-year-old Romulus man 
has been charged with second- 
degree murder in the death of 
his infant son. 

Michael Anthony May was 
arraigned May 8 before 34th 
District Court Judge Henry 
Zaborowski. Bond was set at 
$100,000, and May was reman- 
ded to Wayne County jail in lieu 
of payment. 

He was to appear in court 
again May 16 for a preliminary 
examination. 

Romulus detectives inter- 
viewed May early May 8 in con- 
nection with the death of his 
son, Kyle. The infant was 3 1 / 2- 
months-old when he died April 
22 of brain death and a broken 
neck. 

Police first heard from the 
defendant April 20 when he cal- 
led the emergency 9-1-1 
number. 

May reportedly told police 
his son stopped breathing after 
falling down a stairway. May. 
according to reports, told 
police he had been carrying the 
baby downstairs when he trip- 
ped and dropped him. 

Rescue workers transported 
the baby to Annapolis Hospital 
in Wayne. Upon arrival, the 


child was not showing vital 
signs. Hospital workes were un- 
able to resuscitate him. 

Later that day, Kyle was 
taken to the University of 
Michigan Medical Center in 
Ann Arbor. 

He died there at 10:08 a.m. 
April 22. 

The Romulus Detective 
Bureau began investigating 
the case after the initial call. 
Detectives interviewed the 
child’s 26-year-old mother, res- 
cue workers, hospital staff and 
ultimately, the defendant. 

Detectives also examined 
autopsy reports for the infant, 
which indicated he had several 
broken ribs in various stages of 
healing. 

“There was the possibility of 
child abuse,” said Romulus 
Detective Sgt. Daniel Snyder. 

In his statement during a 
second interview with detec- 
tives, May said he was shaking 
the baby the day of the injury. 
May, according to police re- 
ports, said he threw the baby 
into his crib where the child hit 
his head. 

May and his wife do not have 
other children. 

If convicted of second-degree 
murder. May could face life in 
prison. 


There is no shortcut today." 
Ecclestone said. 

The developer said he has 
made a commitment to Metro 
Centre by putting up money to 
purchase 1 land, clean the area 
and draw up plans. 

Ecclestone claimed the near- 
ly $1 billion project will create 
a $23 million tax base for the 
city in the next 12 to 15 years. 

He also said his company has 
made an agreement with 
Cruise Landing, a residential 
developer, to construct con- 
dominiums at the Metro 
Centre. 

But the Metro Centre is not a 
project than can be rushed. 
Ecclestone said. 


“The first building we do 
may be the most important. It 
sets the tone," he said. 

Before construction, Eccles- 
tone said he wants a Vining 
Road interchange completed 
for Interstate-94 to provide 
easy access to the site. City 
officials have spent years 
working toward state and 
federal approval for the ex- 
pressway addition. They re- 
ceived approval in December, 
but a start date for construc- 
tion has not been announced. 

Meanwhile, the project is 
moving into the seventh year of 
planning. 

The concept of a multi-use, 
high-image development was 


initially proposed in 1983 by 
newly elected Mayor Beverly 
McAnally. She said a develop- 
ment could be promoted for 
proximity to the airport, a loca- 
tion between Detroit and Ann 
Arbor an<| size. 

Plans eventually evolved for 
a world college center. City 
officials teamed with a com- 
mittee from Eastern Michigan 
University. The committee 
conducted market studies and 
drew up initial plans for the col- 
lege project. 

Since that time, city planners 
say, the university gained a 
new president, and enthusiasm 
for the project has cooled. The 
city is looking for a partner. 


Ecclestone was brought into 
the picture in 1987 when he 
heard about the proposed pro- 
ject from a realtor involved 
with infrastructure improve- 
ments for the site. 

A Michigan native, Eccles- 
tone said Tuesday the project 
immediately intrigued him. 

A TIFA was formed to fund 
improvements on the site 
necessary for a large-scale 
project. In a TIFA, city money 
is invested in a public improve- 
ment project. The authority is 
reimbursed by tax revenue 
generated by new develop- 
ments within the improved 
area.

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Area police academy offers local 
police departments easy access

Officials from the Wayne 
County Regional Police Train- 
ing Center gave the "thumbs 
up” Friday during a progress 
report before the Conference of 
Western Wayne County. 

The Schoolcraft College 
training program, sponsored 
by the Wayne County Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police and the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment, is set to go. 

Schoolcraft Dean Edwynna 
Dansby thanked CWW mem- 
bers for their support two years 
ago when she presented the 
training-center proposal and 
suggestions for a representa- 
tive advisory committee. 

“The academy functions 
with a very active, supportive 
advisory board,” she said. 

Serving on the committee 


are police chiefs from eight 
area communities, including 
Romulus and Van Buren 
Township. 

Additional members include 
John O'Hair, Wayne County 
prosecuting attorney, and 
Anthony Shannon, department 
executive for the Wayne Coun- 
ty Sheriff's Department. 

Police Academy Director 
Orville Happen said the prog- 
ram is in the first week of in- 
struction for the fifth academy 
class. 

Students spend 14 weeks at 
the academy before gradua- 
tion at a tuition cost of $1,525. 
Some of the students are spon- 
sored by a community police 
department. 

During the CWW presenta- 
tion. Happen presented a video 
tape summarizing the 
academy program. It featured 
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testimony from graduating 
police recruits. 

A typical day at the academy 
begins at 7 : 15 a. m. , one student 
said. Classes are staged from 
7:30 to 11:30 a m. 

Exercise periods are sche- 
duled throughout the day. Run- 
ning sessions, for instance, 
cover one to six miles. 

By the end of the day stu- 
dents have completed between 
125 and 150 pushups. 


Most of the students pre- 
sented in the videotape said 
they like the discipline and high 
standards of the program. 

Other key features men- 
tioned were camaraderie, de- 
tailed lessons and the chance to 
role play. 

One student said his class 
prepared him for a street beat 
by acting out a crime.

Report indicates stable city budget

The city of Romulus will con- 
tinue to tread water financial- 
ly, according to the 1990/91 fis- 
cal year budget proposal 
brought before city council 
Monday night. 

Budget figures were placed 
under scrutiny during the coun- 
cil study session, and depart- 
ment leaders were on hand to 


answer questions. 

Beginning with the general 
fund, the budget estimates a re- 
venue total of $9,153,619 for the 
city next fiscal year. 

Expenditures are expected 
to reach $9,898,883. 

Those figures would create a 
deficit of $745,264, but the 
budget also includes a fund ba- 
lance from the previous year 
-$1,324,391. 

After that figure is added, the 


city can expect a budget sur- 
plus of $579,127 by the end of the 
new fiscal year. 

The city generates money for 
the general fund with a mill age 
rate of 10.9 mills. 

The total State Equalized 
Value for the community is 
$470,867,820. 

Present to discuss individual 
budgets were directors from 
the library, police, fire, recrea- 
tion, community development. 


assessment, building and ordi- 
nance departments. 

The police department will 
see changes in expenditures 
next year because of a shift in 
employees. Seven officers and 
one sergeant were transferred 
to the narcotics division. Their 
salaries now come from the 
city drug forfeiture fund. 

Total monies allocated to the 
police department are 
$3,148,980. 


Also seeing a change next 
year will be the city fire depart- 
ment. Chief William Greenslait 
said more money will be allo- 
cated for the firefighters. 

The fire department alloca- 
tion comes to $553,099. 

The 1990/91 fiscal year 
budget will go before city coun- 
cil again before final approval 
is granted.

Former resident forms church 
to meet modern needs, concerns

The pastor of a new Canton 
Township church knows what 
he hopes to get across to 
parishoners. 

“Our aim is to provide for 
the spiritual needs of the un- 
churched people in the Canton 
community with the simple 
and basic teachings of Jesus,” 
said Eric Moore, pastor of the 
new Canton Community 
Church. 

According to Moore, his 
church gives people a Christ- 
ian message with a different 
approach. 

“We want to make Jesus’ 
teachings relevant to contem- 
porary life without stressing 
periphery issues of denomina- 
tions and institutions. We 
teach what it means when 
Jesus said, ‘follow me’,” 
Moore said. 

Moore cites statistics from a 
survey done by the Calvary 
Baptist Church of Canton 
which supports his claim that 
a church ministering to the 
“unchurched” is necessary. 

‘‘Ninety-six percent of 
Americans believe in God; 
yet, only 15 percent go to 
church on a regular basis, and 
49 percent do not belong to any 
local church. There is a need 


which 1 am trying to fill,” he 
said. 

Approximately 90,000 “un- 
churched” people live within a 
five-mile radius of the church, 
and approximately 47,000 are 
interested in belonging to a 
church that speaks about re- 
levant issues such as family, 
marriage and overcoming 
life’s obstacles, Moore said. 

Currently, the church Sun- 
day service is staged at Field 
Elementary School, on Hag- 
gerty Road between Cherry 
Hill and Palmer, at 10 a.m. 

“The school is able to suit 
our current needs. Plus, we 
want to develop an identity as 
a people rather than a build- 
ing,” Moore said. 

He explained the identity or 
focus of his church service is a 
“seeker’s service” where con- 
temporary Christian music, 
drama and spoken messages 
without intimidation are used 
to attract people who currently 
do not attend church. 

The atmosphere of the ser- 
vice is friendly and is geared to 
spiritual seekers who want to 
investigate Christianity, he 
said. 

Although the church con- 
gregation is small, 45 active 
members, Moore said mem- 
bers and visitors continue to 
respond positively to the 
church. 


‘‘We’re wide open for 
growth. As the church grows, 
we will include ministries for 
youth and single people.” 

Moore grew up in Romulus 
where his parents still live, 
and graduated from Romulus 
Senior High School in 1977. 

He received a bachelor of 
arts degree in pulpit com- 
munications from Tennessee 
Temple in 1981 and a master of 
divinity degree from Tennes- 
see Temple Theological Semi- 
nary in 1986. 

Currently, he lives near 
Field Elementary in Canton 
with his wife, Linda, and two 
children, Lincoln and Brit- 
tany. 

Moore said he manages two 
American Speedy Printing 
shops in Romulus and Canton 
on a part-time basis, and 
teaches speech at William 
Tyndale College in Farming- 
ton Hills. 

“In six or seven years, we 
probably will build a church, 
but we are happy right now 
building a congregation that 
wants to explore the Christian 
message," Moore said. 

Moore invites people to call 
the church office at 397-5863 if 
they have questions regarding 
the church service or Bible 
study sessions.

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Local alumnus is now sidekick to President Bush

He has traveled more than 
700,000 miles, been in 35 coun- 
tries, 49 states, met world lead- 
ers, and he has done all of this 
with the country’s most well- 
known man - President George 
Bush. 

Tim McBride, 31, a former 
Wayne resident and 1977 gradu- 
ate of John Glenn High School, 
is the special assistant to the 
President of the United States.

McBride said he feels fortun- 
ate to work for such caring peo- 
ple. During the past four years, 
while traveling at the presi- 
dent’s side, McBride said he has 
witnessed with what great re- 
gard the president ^d Barbara 
Bush hold th** American people. 

“They are both very caring 
people. Both the president and 
Mrs. Bush have the ability to put 
anyone at ease,” McBride said. 

McBride experienced this 
caring firsthand when his father 
Jim was sick and dying of can- 
cer nearly two years ago. 
Throughout his father’s illness 
the president and Mrs. Bush 
were concerned for McBride’s 
mother Suzanne and his three 
brothers, and even called his 
mother during the illness and 
after his father passed away. 

“Throughout the time my dad 
was sick the president and Mrs. 
Bush were very concerned. 
They expressed that concern to 
my mom through phone calls,” 
McBride said. 

For most people, just spend- 
ing one day performing the 
duties of Tim McBride would be 
a dream come true. 

“We’re so busy every day that

I probably won’t fully realize it 
until I’ve gone on to do some- 
thing else,” he said. 

Whether it’s being able to 
walk into the Oval Office every 
day or watching the Super Bowl 
with the president and his fami- 
ly, McBride said it is his own 
family that keeps him humble. 

His brothers tease him every 
time an article appears in the 
newspaper and only mentions 
that he has brothers. 

They may tease him, but 
there is no doubt that they are 
proud of their brother and all 
that he has accomplished. Last 
week when McBride was 
awarded the Young Disting- 
uished Alumni Award from 
Eastern Michigan University, 
his brother Pat flew in from Dal- 
las just to be there. His older 
brother J.P. also was there. 
Only his brother Mike was un- 
able to attend. 

In 1985, after serving on the 
vice president’s staff for eight 
months, McBride was offered 
the job as the vice president’s 
personal aide on a three-month 
trial basis.

McBnde and President George Bush 
months we would sit down and 
decide how things were working 
out - if I liked him and he liked 
me. That was over four years 
ago, _nd we haven’t talked yet,” 
McBride said. 

Obviously things have work- 
ed out. As special assistant, 
McBride is with the president 
from 7 a m. until 10 p.m. When 
the president travels, McBride 


stays in an adjoining room, 
where he can be reached day 
and night if Bush needs any- 
thing. 

Although most people would 
hardly consider any day with 
the president as average, on an 
average day McBride arrives at 
his White House office, which is 
located right outside of the Oval 
Office, at 5:30 a m. and from 
there he takes a five-mile jog. 
By 7 a m., the president has ar- 
rived and McBride is back in his 
office waiting to start another 
busy day. 

Anytime two people spend so 
much time with each other, 
McBride said, they are bound to 
become close. But the bond and 
admiration that has resulted 
from McBride’s relationship 
with Bush seems to be more 
than just two people who spend 
time together. 

"They think of Tim as a son,” 
Suzanne (McBride’s mom) said. 

During one of Bush’s visits in 
Michigan, Barbara joked with 
McBride’s grandparents about 
wanting to adopt him, she said. 

Unlike most mothers, 
McBride’s mother said she nev- 
er worries about her son, and 
the possible danger that comes 
with traveling so close to the 
president. When McBride 
traveled to Bogata, Colombia, 
with the president, a lot of 
threats had been made. Weeks 
before the trip, the media had 
numerous reports that there 
were threats made against the 


president and that Air Force 
One would be blown out of the 

sky. 

“I’ve never been concerned 
for my own personal safety, be- 
cause the Secret Service does 
such a terrific job checking ev- 
erything out,” McBride said. 

"I never worry because he al- 
ways assures me that every pre- 
caution is taken,” Suzanne said. 

“The president has a great 
sense of humor,” he said. 

Once when McBride was 
briefing the president, he was 


standing on the president’s side 
of the desk and Bush was stand- 
ing on the other side. The White 
House photographer came in 
and took a photograph. 

A few weeks later Bush sent a 
copy of the picture showing 
McBride behind the president’s 
desk to Suzanne with a note that 
said “Look how well Tim is 
doing.” 

“The president has come up 
with a new definition of a suc- 
cessful life. Any successful life 
must include serving others,” 
McBride said.

I “I hope the program can 
celebrate many more 
anniversaries in years to 
come,’’ said Beverly Brooks, 
director of all the Wayne- 
Westland preschool programs.

seven classroom paraprofes- 
sionals. Plus, the full-time staff 
is helped by a nutritionist, 
nurse and social worker who 
give assistance to parents and 
children two times each week.

As of Tuesday candidates 
seeking placement on the bal- 
lot for the August primary for 
seats in the state House of Rep- 
resentatives and the Senate 
had to have all applications 
filed with the elections office. 

On August 7, Michigan vo- 
ters will decide who they want 
to be placed on the November 
ballot. Although the names 
aren’t official as of yet, and 
they won’t be until the certi- 
fication process is completed 
June 5, it appears that most of 
the incumbents from districts in 
Wayne, Westland, Belleville, 
Romulus, Canton Township and 
Inkster will once again seek 
election. 

Residents of the 12th Dis- 
trict, which includes voters in 
Belleville, Romulus, Wayne 
and Westland, will determine 
th fate of a Senate seat. Sen. 
William Faust, a Democrat, 
will seek re-election. As of last 
week, no other candidate had 
filed, according to elections 
analyst Josephine Scott. 

In the 10th District, where 
George Hart is currently serv- 
ing as state senator. Hart 
announced plans to campaign 
for re-election this week. This 
district includes voters in Inks- 
ter. Hart is a Democrat. 


Voters in the sixth district will 
also be asked to select a senator. 
R. Robert Geake, a Republican, 
has announced plans to 
once again seek the position. 
The sixth district includes vo- 
ters in Canton Township. 

In the state House of Repre- 
sentatives districts 36 and 37, 
which are occupied by Republi- 
can Gerald Law and Democrat 
James A. Kosteva, both have 
announced plans to once again 
run for office. Belleville, Can- 
ton Township, Romulus and 
Wayne voters are included in 
these districts. No one else had 
filed for the seats as of last 
week, Scott said. 

In state House district 33, 
which includes Inkster and 
Westland voters. Rep. William 
R. Keith will seek re-election. 
The 33rd District includes vo- 
ters in Westland and Inkster. 

In state House district 38, 
Rep. Justine Barns, a Demo- 
crat, will once again seek the 
nomination. The 38th District 
includes voters in Westland. 

At this point, no proposals 
have been certified for the 
November ballot. Proposals 
can be placed on the ballot by 
citizens who file petitions and 
by the state legislature. 

Proposals concerning educa- 
tion funding in the state are ex- 
pected to be placed on the bal- 
lot, according to officials.

You can add two more prop- 
osals to the never-ending, ever- 
increasing number of school fi- 
nance-reform proposals. 

To the latest salad of school 
proposals, Governor James 
Blanchard has introduced a 
hybrid of the Olmstead/Kear- 
ney recommendations that is 
aimed to pump more funds into 
schools and bring about ‘equi- 
ty’ in school financing. 

Last week the governor un- 
veiled his proposal that would 
incorporate some of the tenets 
of the Olmstead-Keamey prop- 
osal. Blanchard's proposal 
would tie the rate of property 
assessments to the rate of infla- 
tion, therefore, eliminating the 
wide fluctuations that are pre- 


proposal is offered 


sently levied by assessors in 
municipalities and townships, 
who usually use home sales and 
home improvements as guide- 
lines. 

The governor’s four-part 
proposal would provide for a 
constitutional amendment that 
would mandate all lottery 
money be legally devoted to K- 
12 education. Presently, the 
state is suspect of comingling 
the lottery monies in the gener- 
al fund. 

The governor would also in- 
corporate the Olmstead/ Kear- 
ney 50-50 school property tax 
provision into his proposal. 
That provision calls for the 
state to match dollar-for-dollar 
all revenue collected by local 
school districts. Since 1973, the 
first year of the lottery, the 
state funds 40 percent of K-12. 


One provision that may meet 
with opposition from the 
schools, because many say it 
too subjective and unrealistic 
to police, is the governor’s 
proposal that requires students 
who graduate from public 
schools have employable 
skills. The mandatory school 
attendance age would go from 
16 to 18 years old, as well. 

The governor, who unsuc- 
cessfully campaigned in 
November for Proposal A - a 
proposed constitutional 
amendment that would in- 
crease the sales tax from 4 
cents to 4 1/2 cents and dedi- 
cate the additional revenues to 
schools - has the legislative 
support for his newest propos- 
al. If both houses approve the 
proposal, the proposal would 
become law without a vote of 


the people. 

However, the recently intro- 
duced Olmstead/Kearney 
proposal has several provi- 
sions. like a ‘Educational Bill 
of Rights’, which would amend 
the Michigan Constitution of 
1963, to require approval from 
voters. 

David Olmstead is the fi- 
nance committee chairman for 
the Detroit Board of Educa- 
tion, who co-authored the prop- 
osal with C. Philip Kearney, a 
University of Michigan profes- 
sor. They introduced their 
proposal in April during a press 
conference at the State Capitol 
Building. 

The Olmstead-Keamey 
proposal joins at least two 
other well-publicized proposals 
that are being presented to the 
Michigan voters this year.

Health program cut

The Michigan House of Rep- 
resentatives voted to cut Heal- 
thy Start and the Sentinel Prog- 
ram which Gov. James J. Blan- 
chard proposed during his 1990 
State of the State message, 
much to the chagrin of area 
health professionals. 

These health care programs 
for young children were elimin- 
ated by the Michigan House of 
Representatives from their 
proposed fiscal year budget 
1991. 

Blanchard introduced Heal- 
thy Start and the Sentinel Prog- 
ram to provide health care for 
young children. The Gov- 
ernor’s Task Force on Access 
to Health Care, reported indi- 
viduals without basic health in- 
surance stood a 78-percent 
greater risk of being in poor or 
fair health, said C. Patrick 
Babcock, director of the state 
Department of Social Services. 

Healthy Start and the Sen- 
tinel Program were estab- 
lished to provide health care 
for children younger than 10 in 
the working poor family. Heal- 
thy Start is for children 10 and 
younger whose families are 20 
percent below the poverty level. 
It is designed to promote pre- 
vention and wellness of all chil- 


dren, according to Babcock. 

The Sentinel Program allows 
monthly visits from a public 
health nurse for infants with: 
low birth weight, whose pa- 
rents are teenagers, whose pa- 
rents may have abused drugs or 
alcohol during pregnancy and 
those whose mothers may 
not have received appropriate 
prenatal care, according to 
Babcock. 

“The bottom line is, young 
children would have a doctor 
and be assured of medical ser- 
vices. Parents would bot be 
placed in the position of franti- 
cally searching for last-minute 
health care for a sick child,” 
Babcock said. 

“The absence of preventa- 
tive health care also leads indi- 
viduals to use expensive 
emergency rooms as otherwise 
preventable illnesses progress 
into more serious health condi- 
tions. This frequently results in 
hospital bills which do not get 
paid. Uncompensated hospital 
care is estimated at $450 mil- 
lion dollars a year in Michi- 
gan,” said Babcock. 

Representatives of the 
health department have laun- 
ched a letter-writing campaign 
to Lansing in an attempt to have 
the programs reinstated before 
the budget is approved.

Employees at Dayton Hud- 
son’s at Westland Center voted 
Friday to become part of the 
United Auto Workers union. The 
vote has yet to be certified by 
the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

The employees had the choice 
of voting for the UAW, United 
Food and Commercial Workers 
or no union at all, according to 
Sue Sorensen, director of public 
relations for the Dayton Hudson 
Company. 

The real toss-up, according to 
sources, was between the UAW 
and no union at all. Only eight 
employees voted for repre- 
sentation from the UFCW. The 
favorable vote for the UAW was 


cast by 274 employees, while 179 
employees voted to not unio- 
nize, Sorensen said. 

Reading an official statement 
prepared by company officials, 
Sorensen said, “We naturally 
wish this vote would have been 
otherwise, but we respect the 


process and will wait until the 
vote is certified before making 
any further statement.” 

Company officials also said 
they intend to meet the legal 
obligation if the vote is deter- 
mined to be accurate. 

“We will meet all of our legal 


obligations in making the pro- 
cess work and in discussing the 
appropriate matters with the 
employees elected representa- 
tives at the bargaining table,” 
Sorensen said. 

The whole issue has been very 
sensitive to company officials 
and to employees, Sorensen 
said. 

“We are very proud of our 
Westland employees for the pro- 
fessional manner in which they 
handled themselves,” Sorensen 
said. 

Company officials are an- 
xious to work with the em- 
ployees to serve the customers 
and the community, Sorensen 
said. 

The vote is expected to be cer- 
tified Monday, according to 
Sorensen.

The humane society 
regains its footing

In the past year the Michigan 
Humane Society has been 
forced to deal with hardship in 
the form of financial losses. 

Two separate issues have 
forced the Humane Society to 
place future projects on the 
back burner. 

“At this point, we don’t have a 
start-up rate,” said humane 
society controller, Chuck Korot- 
ko. Finances are beginning to 
pick up again, he said. 

“We’re concentrating most of 
our efforts on providing better 
services and service prog- 
rams,” Korotko said. 

Construction on a new build- 
ing located behind the Westland 
shelter was halted when the 
Humane Society ran into finan- 
cial troubles. 

“Construction started in the 
fall of 1988. During 1989, we ran 
into acute cash-flow problems,” 
Korotko said. 

Last summer, a Humane 
Society employee was charged 
with embezzlement, for the mis- 
appropriation of approximately 
$60,000. This, Korotkos said, did 
not directly affect construction 


of the new Westland shelter. 

"The stoppage with the con- 
struction project, and the 
embezzlement issue are two dis- 
tinct issues,” Korotko said. 

The employee worked at the 
shelter in Auburn Hills. Korotko 
said the investigation began af- 
ter Humane Society officials be- 
came suspicious that an em- 
ployee may have been taking 
Humane Society funds for their 
own use. 

“We turned the situation over 
to the Oakland County Sheriff’s 
Department. Now that indi- 
vidual is waiting to stand trial,” 
Korotko said. 

Meanwhile, the Humane Soci- 
ety is on its way to recovering 
from the financial downfall. 

“We’ve come a long, long way 
to getting back on track,” 
Korotko said. 

As for now, the Humane Soci- 
ety, according to Korotko, is 
concentrating on improving one 
day at a time. 

The new shelter in Westland 
will include better animal facili- 
ties as well as classrooms and a 
lecture hall. 

The Michigan Humane Socie- 
ty works to improve the lot of 
lost and abandoned animals.

Cable comes to classroom

Cable television in the clas- 
sroom was the topic of discus- 
sion May 8 when educators met 
with representatives from 
Omnicom Cablevision.

Participants also heard from 
Amy Delahunty, who discussed 
the A & E Classroom . The A & E

C-Span representative Char- 
lotte Bowers presented in- 
formation about government 
programming. Students study- 
ing political science can see 
legislators in action as they 
make critical decisions with 
this program, she said.

Holmes said the cable indus- 
try is increasing involvement 
with the educational commun- k 
ity. CNN, for instance, has a 
staff of educators who write 
material for the program using 
resources of the news network.

“A & E Network has stated 
that cable networks are 
‘emerging as a leader in the 
movement toward literacy and 
enhanced education in Amer- 
ica,’ ” she added. 

Richard Egli, public rela- 
tions director for Plymouth- 


Canton schools, said, “the 
opportunities available are un- 
limited and there is an interest 
in using cable for an education- 
al resource in school systems.” 

In addition to the network 
presentations, Omnicom pre-

The Michigan Humane Society and the many dedicated 
volunteers who fight for the protection of innocent anim- 
als is fighting its way back from a financial crisis which 
has stymied all their hopes for new projects. 

In the past year, the humane society has plunged furth- 
er and further in debt with cash donations dwindling. 
Construction on an improved facility in Westland had to 
be halted when donations slowed to a trickle and there 
was no way to pay the crews. 

Now, that nearly built structure stands as a symbol of 
the failure of society to provide for the innocent creatures 
of the earth. 

A thoughtless employee who allegedly embezzled 
money from the organization has also caused hardships. 

The abandoned animals brought to the Westland shel- 
ter will spend another summer, it appears, in an improp- 
erly ventilated building which serves to promote the 
spread of summertime diseases that infect animals.

And worst of all, many of these animals have sadder 
tales to tell. They have been abused and neglected, im- 
properly fed and beaten. 

These abused animals are saved only through the 
efforts of the humane society investigative team which 
checks into reported animal-abuse cases. 

This group tirelessly reports crimes against animals, 
and takes the pets away from owners who have failed to 
treat them fairly and compassionately. 

Not a single pet owner can imagine beating or starving 
the companion that has been by their side for such a long 
time. But, it happens and someone must be there to fight 
for those who cannot speak for themselves. 

The Michigan Society plays that role. They are the 
voice for the animals. 

Failing to understand their importance and failure to 
feel compassion for their cause shows only a lack of know- 
lege. For no one can feel unconcerned once they know the 
facts. 

Officials of the humane society, however, are ready to 
put all of that behind them and move toward a better 
future. They look with anticipation toward all the special 
fund-raising events scheduled for the summer months 
and hope for support from the community. 

The Michigan Humane Society needs help. They need 
money to continue the work that they do. They need cash 
donations to save the animals. 

The money can be earmarked specifically for the West- 
land shelter concstruction, and therefore be a catalyst to 
put construction efforts back into motion. Every little bit 
will help.

Romulus capped a ‘perfect week’ of baseball by edging Ann 
Arbor Huron, 7-6, in a South Central Conference game on Friday. 

It was the third one-run victory of the week for Coach Don Foley 
and the Eagles, who now face a grueling seven games in eight 
days going into the stretch of the 1990 campaign. The three victor- 
ies also lifted Eagles to a 7-7-1 won-lost-tied record. 

“We had three close games last week and came out winners,” 
said Foley, who is in his first year as coach. “I am obviously 
pleased that we won all three. However, we’re not going to be able 
to sit on our laurels. Just take a look at what’s coming up." 

Romulus had a twin bill scheduled Tuesday with SCC rival, Ann 
Arbor Pioneer, then hosted Westland John Glenn on Wednesday 
for its pre-district test. Today the Eagles await Milan, a non- 
conference opponent, and they will travel to Belleville on Satur- 
day for a doubleheader that will begin at noon. 

Romulus launched last week with a 2-1 victory over neighboring 
New Boston Huron. Southpaw Ed King, who whiffed eight, walked 
two and gave up four hits, was the winner, while Jasdn Marteney, 
removed for reliever Matt Hamilton in the sixth, was the loser. 

New Boston drew blood first as the Chiefs scored in the top of the 
second when King walked Erik Eastridge. Eastridge moved to 
second on Jeff Delano’s sacrifice, and a throwing error permitted 
the runner to come around. 


Singles by Ed Tank and Mark Harden accounted for the Eagles’ 
fourth inning run, which tied the score. Then, in the sixth, Ken 
Blevins singled off of Marteney, moved to second on Tank’s 
groundout and scored when Harden drilled his second single of the 
game. Harden finished with a pair of RBIs and two stolen bases. 

Romulus erupted for three runs in the opening inning, then held 
off the Tractors of Fordson to win a nailbiting 5-4 nonleague 
decision as Tank was awarded the victory. He needed some help 
from relievers Tim Dufore and Steve Honeycutt. 

Keith Loos was tagged for the loss. He gave up seven hits, 
including a single and triple to King and a pair of hits to Blevins, 
who also walked and drove in one run. Honeycutt, who got the 
save, also accounted for two RBIs and a single, while Tom Patter- 
son chipped in a double. Dufore hammered a two-out triple in the 
sixth but was left stranded on base. 

In a game that both teams had to fight the elements as well, 
Romulus managed to escape the rallying River Rats of Huron, 7-6. 
Huron exploded for four rims in the seventh to rout winning pitch- 
er Rich Evans, who had worked 6 2/3 innings, from the mound. 

Evans pitched a one-hitter after he gave up a second inning 
double down the left field line to Mike Herrington. 

Blevins led the assault on the River Rats as he had a double, 
scored twice and drove in a run. Honeycutt and Tom Patterson 
each contributed RBI singles, while Evans had a single and 
scored twice to help his cause. 


Inkster sweeps Highland Park

Hammering 33 hits in two games, Inkster bats battered a list- 
less Highland Park last week as the Vikings swept both ends of a 
Suburban Athletic Conference doubleheader.

2 American entries compete with Japanese 


Car and Driver, in the May 
1990 edition, named what edi- 
tors considered the seven best 
buys from the 1990 crop of auto- 
mobiles. 

And like the competition for 
the American car market, the 
Japanese dominated the field. 
Two American-produced en- 
tries, however, managed to 
crack the foreign-dominated 
“best buys” classification. 

The Eagle Talon TSi all- 
wheel drive and the Ford 
Taurus L were named as the 
best value for consumers in the 
GT and the family-sedan cate- 
gories, respectively. 

The magazine noted the 
value of the vehicle, not neces- 
sarily the bottom-line sticker 
price as the requisite for “best- 
buy” status. In the case of the 
Talon, the base price was 
approximately $16,500. The car 
tested had options bringing the 
final price to nearly $19,100. 

The Talon boasts a 195- 
horsepower, 2.0-liter tur- 
bocharged 16-valve engine 
which will move you from 0 to 
60 mph in 6.3 seconds. Toss in 
an independent rear suspen- 
sion, Goodyear Eagle GT-4 
tires and alloy wheels to go 
with the sleek bodywork and 
the well-conceived ergonomics 
and it is no wonder the Talon 
managed to sneak past run- 
ners-up Mitsubishi Eclipse 
GSX and the Ford Mustang LX 
5.0 as the best value in the GT 
field. 

Downshifting, if you will, to 
the more sedate classification 
of the family sedan, Car and 
Driver discovered what car- 
buyers in the metro Detroit 
area have known since late 1985 
- you can’t beat a Ford. 

At least not the Taurus L. The 
car won points in the best-buy 
battle with the also-ran Honda 
Accord LX and the Subaru 





Legacy L with its aerodynamic 
styling, interior room for six 
(four adults) and tight Euro- 
pean-styled suspension 
system. 

The carthe magazine tested 
had a base sticker price of 
$12,640 and an option package 
which boosted the price to 
$15,800. One option the editors 
strongly recommended is the 
3.0 liter, V-6 engine. 

The front-wheel drive car 
also has as standard equip- 
ment an air bag, tilt steering, 
electric mirrors, interval wip- 
ers and a redesigned dash- 
board. 

“Not bad (the price) for a 
roomy, good-looking, sweet- 
driving sedan with a decent 
complement of creature com- 
forts,” Car and Driver editors 
said.

Auto parts trade 
under scrutiny 

A group of United States con- 
gressmen from the industrial 
northeast region of the coun- 
try, including Democrats Rep. 
Sander Levin and Sens. Donald 
Riegle and Carl Levin of Michi- 
gan, have joined in sponsoring 
a bipartisan bill to ensure fair 
trade with the Japanese in the 
auto parts industry. 

The Fair Trade in Auto Parts 
Act of 1990 mandates the admi- 
nistration to investigate 
Japanese auto parts practices 


and to report to Congress on the 
volume of U.S. auto parts sales 
in the Japanese market. Cur- 
rently, U.S. suppliers account 
for only one percent of the $60 
billion-per-year Japanese auto 
parts market. 

The bill would also require 
the Justice Department to in- 
vestigate unfair methods of 
competition by foreign com- 
panies in this country. 

“The U.S. auto parts deficit 
with Japan ballooned from $1.1 
billion in 1980 to more than $5 
billion in 1989 and that’s not 
counting activity in the foreign 
trade zones,” Levin said. 

The last tenet in the bill 
would require the Internation- 
al Trade Commission to moni- 
tor purchases of U.S. auto parts 
by foreign companies located 
in the United States. 

“We have been talking about 
Japanese auto parts trade 
practices since the mid-80s,” 
Levin said. “Since then we’ve 
gotten almost nowhere.” 

Mazda seeks 
Ford help 

On a more positive Amer- 
ican-Japanese automobile 
manufacturering note, offi- 
cials of the Mazda corporation 
announced recently they will 
commission the Ford Motor 
Co. to build a sport utility vehi- 
cle for them. 

The announcement marks 
the first time a Japanese auto- 
maker has asked an American 
auto builder to create a vehicle 
for a foreign nameplate. Ford 
will build a two-door version of 
the newly introduced Explorer 
for Mazda, which will market 
them under the name Navajo. 

The Mazda version of the Ex- 
plorer will differ from the Ford

Dagwood Bumstead made them an 
art generations ago, and the Amer- 
ican love affair with the sandwich 
continues today. 

What’s not to love? 

With a sandwich, we can shove a 
huge stack of food dripping with 
gooey sauce into our mouths, and it’s 
perfectly acceptable. If anyone 
took a mouthful of food that size with a 
fork, words like “oinker” would start 
floating around the room. 

And sandwiches allow for creativ- 
ity. Someone in a hurry can cram an 
entire meal complete with all four 
food groups between two slices of 
bread. 

Sue Christunas and her husband, 
David, have made the art of the sand- 
wich their livelihood. 

Two years ago they opened Lind- 
say’s Lunchtime Deli in Westland 
(named for their 3-year-old daughter) 
and presented the community with a 
long list of sandwiches to choose 
from. 

It is the smallest touches that add 


the most flair to a sandwich, Christun- 
as said. 

“Basically, add a lot of vegetables 
to it,” she said. 

Everything is good - lettuce, toma- 
toes, onions, cucumbers. 

“Even alfalfa sprouts are great on 
sandwiches,” Christunas said. 

In fact, she added, a delicious sand- 
wich can be made with nothing but 
vegetables. One of Christunas’ per- 
sonal favorites is a cold cucumber 
sandwich with sliced tomatoes. 

Spreads are another simple tool for 
adding flair. Christunas suggested 
Thousand Island or Russian salad 
dressing, dijon mustard or horser- 
adish. 

“I carry fresh horseradish, and it is 
good,” she said. 

For sandwiches with cheese, try the 
unique. Hot pepper cheese, for inst- 
ance, can add life to any sandwich. 

Christunas said she carries a 
smoked Cheddar cheese. 

“It’s very different. Once people try 
it, they really like it,” she said. 

As for meat, Christunas offered a 
sure secret for success. 

“The thinner you cut it, the tastier it 


is. A thick slice of corned beef just 
isn’t the same.” 

Corned beef and turkey are two of 
the most popular sandwich meats at 
the deli. The sandwich utilizing that 
demand is Dave’s Choice. It teams 
turkey with swiss cheese, cole slaw 
and Russian dressing, all piled on un- 
seeded rye bread. 

Christunas pointed out packaging is 
an important element in sandwich 
making. Two slices of white bread 
cannot do justice to a carefully com- 
bined stack of fillings, she said. 

Good alternatives include sub- 
marine sandwich rolls, pita bread, 
croissants, kaiser rolls and bagels. 

Christunas selected another option 
for her deli. She makes bread daily - 
white, wheat, kaisers and seeded and 
unseeded rye. 

If a sandwich calls for a huge pile of 
fillings, two thick slabs of bread is the 
best way to hold it together, Christun- 
as said. 

The recipes listed below for sand- 
wiches and other goodies are from 
Christunas. She said the dessert is a 
best-seller at her deli.

The Bluewater Michigan 
Chapter of the National Rail- 
way Historical Society has 
planned several weekend rail 
excursions this summer and 
fall, according to former presi- 
dent and founding member of 
the Bluewater Chapter, Dave 
White. 

The Bluewater Michigan 
Chapter, which is dedicated to 
the preservation of railroad 
history, is in its eighth year of 
providing family trips in Michi- 
gan and the Midwest aboard 
trains powered by steam and 
diesel locomotives.
